Tho most direct 
eiTect that would folluw would be the trans- 
fer of a large part of the (rnile winch 
Canada now conducted with Uicat; lint ian 
and other foreign countries to Anuiican 
merchants an! manufacturers. Canada 
could not air inl to |)ay it.s own tai ilT duties 
and American tantl' duties in addition on its 
imported and exportoil merchamliso. 

Mr. Morgan favored tho policy sii;;^;<-sted 
by the presulnit. ll would have more to do, 
be said, with Canada c-orning witliin the 
political iilllii ii 1 in> of Cintj<d States than 
any other argument which any human being 
could name, because it brought before the 
eyes of the Canadian people the great prac- 
tical question that their material intere^ts 
were so bound up with thoss of tbs Ameri- 
can people that a common govsmmant was 
necessary for all alike. 

Criticising the (xxsition of Mr. Sherman on 
the question, Mr. Morgan said that the sen- 
ator from Oaio would not introduce a bill to

Amador fell dead at the second or 
third shot, and bis opponent, Cautn, died 
within an hour from the effects (rf his 
wounda Oraat exoitoment exieted to tha 
place at the time of the shooting, but no 
further trouble occurred. Both men were 
under the influence of mescal at the time of 
the affray.

' Montreal, Sept. jT.— The contractors 
on a section of the Hereford Ilianch rail- 
way, in Compton county, drew a check of 
#25,000 from the company on account of 
construction on Satui-day last, and left the 
country with the proceeds. Over 1,0m 
Italian laborers were left unpaid, and Tues- 
day morning they took possession of the 
village of Sawyerville and threatened to 
destroy it unless they were paiil. The Ital- 
ians began pillaging the bouses, and late in 
the night had a conflict with a party of Hun- 
garians and citisens who represented the 
causs of the railway company. One Italian 
and four Hungarians wei-e killed, and be- 
tween thirty wid forty injured. The Fifty- 
eighto batalllon left Sherbrooke Tuesday 
avaning by special train for the scene of tiia' 
trouble.

JXmw York, Sept ii7.— Sines Boptambsr 
UV, Thomas A. Bdlson, tha aiaatrieiaa, who 
Is nafaoaittlacly making aaperimants, has 
bean davottng his attention to tha yallow 
fever microbe and seeking an ai Bcaalons 
method of extermination. 

The results of his ex|M>riinents have led 
him to think that he has discovered a remedy 
for the exwrmination, or an elT. ciual cbeok 
for yellow fever. Experiments on a large 
scale have Ijeeri made with well kno-.vii suli 
*t«nces whose cheapness is fine chief claim 
1 for recommending them for ui-iiifeotants. 
They are v;ii8oline, rlilcoliu" aii i a HI per 
?etit. solution of ciiu--iic ^o lll, made from a 
tH per cent, of crude material. The cost of 
the solnticn is aboat ona-toorth oant par 

pound. 

"1 cannot understand,** saiil K lisoii, "how, 
In the face of the progress of moihiru science, 
nothing has i een done to check yellow fever. 
It is as yet xincie-rked, and in^te-ii of de- 
^rensin^f is rapidly increasin;; .My experi- 
ments have been purely seiitlinentnl, and 
from tiie result I feel conflilent thai 1 liave 
at least found the means of stamping out the 
fever ii'-niis. 

"I am convinced that fever i^eririi niii>t he 
either of two thin>{s, anuiiiil ori iio/.ii ion or 
fungus t;r<'wtli. In '7s I i xpenijient. d to tliicl 
some chemi<'al to kill t lie ii, lied lieetle, anil 
at last found that i;asoline was immediately 
destructive to aiiiinal and ve^jetaMe matter. 
It iseireciive. and evaporat^es in ten minutes, 
leaviii}; nnthuii; liehind, so that all dan>;er of 
combustion is soon passed, ( hie sixteenth 
Inch of g:Ls>iliiie goes fifteen inches below 
ground ami kills everything. Kbigolene is a 
little dearer, but wcmid prova valoaMa for 
quarantiniiit.^ purpo-«'8. 

"Cold !■■> accepted as an externnniiti 'r of 
the germs. lioih ifasoline and rhigolene 
lower the tomjieratun; "iufllciently to prove 
of value in tre.it Ml n this fever. 1 took an 
old woolen c n.i, IumI up one of the sleevas to 
hold a tberniouieter, and tlum drenched it 
with gasoline. The temperature when the 
thermometer was first introduced in the 
sleeve, was eighty-two degress Fahrenheit, 
but it gradually fell to seventy-five. After 
thirty minutes it fell to fifty-two degrees. 
The same experiment was tried with rhigo- 
lene. After fifteen minutes the temperatiure 
fell to twenty-three, and the coat was 
covered with hoar frost, so had it contained 
any microbes they would have been thor- 
oughly exterminated. 

"Gasoline bns a peculiar property also of 
displacing water in all organtc matter, 
causing it to perish, but as gasoline is not 
easily absorbed by wot ground and wound 
probably fail in a measure to do its work, 
I have discovered that canstic soda will an- 
swer the purpose in these instances. Microbes, 
being organic, must contain fatty anid, and 
caustic s'ida will saponify anything contain- 
ing Iktty acid. Bo in wet places, I would 
liberally sprinkle caustic soda, which could 
be done at a very small cost with ths aid of 
a street sprinkler. Houses and dry places 
could bo protected with gasoline. With 
#5,000 I could cover Decatur with gasolina 
and caustic sods an eighth of an inch in 
tbidineas.*'
